w ill be given to the race next year.”

Holcomb, Wis., Oct. 9.— Landing in 
a wilderness so dense that 
it took 
eighteen hours to get five miles to this 
place, the German balloon Berlin II. j 
came to earth safely at 6:30 a. m. 
Saturday. 
The 
country where 
the 
German 
aeronauts landed is the same district 
made famous by the battle of Cam- I 
eron dam. with John Deitz, a year ago 
this month. 
It is the wildest part of Wisconsin. 
This place itself is only a hamlet of 
1O0 population. 
Had the balloonists 
landed ten miles farther west they 
would have been in a part of the state 
never reached except by deer hunters. 
The balloon bad been sailing over the 
Minnesota 
and 
Northern 
Wisconsin 
forests for nearly twenty-four hours 
after the other contestants Had lard- I 
ed, seeking for some sign of civiliza­ 
tion 
The balloon at one tim e was near 
the Canadian 
line, as near as the 
aeronauts can explain. 
They then got 
into a back 
current which 
brought 
them again over the Minnesota iron 
ranges and cut-over pine land again 
to Wisconsin, it is presumed, during 
Frid ay night.

Kansas City, Oct. 
9.—In winning 
the Jam es Gordon Bennett trophy hv 
traveling 468 miles in the internation­ 
al 
balloon race which started from 
this city Thursday, Lieutenant Hans 
Gericke, pilot of the Berlin II., was 
lost to the world for the third time. 
Lieutenant Gericke was also consid­ 
ered lost last year in the international 
race which started from St. Louis. 
In 
the German balloon Düsseldorf II. he 
was in the air twenty-four hours, trav­ 
eling 1,109 miles and landing in the 
wilderness of Canada from which he 
and his aide emerged four days later 
after a thrilling adventure and narrow- 
escape from starvation. 
Gerieke's second escapade of this 
kind occurred last summer when he 
went up from Berlin In the German 
elim ination race and drifted out over 
the North sea. 
He was sighted in 
England, but whb again lost from view 
and finally landed in France. 
In 
winning this year’s race, Ger­ 
many has taken the Bennett cup from 
Am erica, which would have held it 
permanently if this country’s repre­ 
sentative had been victorious. Am erica 
had 
won the championship for two 
successive years and a victory this 
year would have ended this interna­ 
tional series. 
The next race will be 
held in Germany.
